7o  His  EvceUency  the  Governor  and  thl'  Honorable  Legislative 
Assembly  o/  the  State  of  Washington : 

Gentlemen — The  Trustees  of  the  Wasliingtoii  School  for 
Defective  Youth  respectfully  submit  the  following  report,  setting 
forth  the  work,  the  condition  and  the  needs  of  this  institution: 

l.  ERECTION  OK  RUILmNCS. 

Our  report  of  last  year  asked  for  appropriations  amounting  to 
70,000  dollars  for  the  erection  of  buildings,  fencing  grounds,  j)ro- 
viding  furniture  and  furnishings,  etc.,  besides  12,000  dollars  to 
meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  school  during  the  year  ending 
April  1,  1891;  total  appro[>riations  asked  for,  82,000  dollars. 

The  last  named  item  was  granted  in  full  by  the  legislature,  and 
the  appended  account  of  the  treasurer  will  show  hoM"  this  money 
was  expended,  uj)  to  the  end  of  the  school  fiscal  year,  dune  .30, 
1890.  [ See  a])pendix  A.  I 

Only  40,000  of  the  70,000  dollars  asked  for  by  this  board,  to 
erect  buildings  and  fences,  and  purchase  furniture  and  furnishings, 
etc.,  was  appropriated  by  the  last  legislature.  Nearly  all  of  this 
aj)propriation  has  been  expended  ( according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  act  granting  it)  in  pushing  towards  com])letion  the  main  build- 
ing, which  is  ex]>ected  to  accommodate  the  deaf,  mute  and  blind 
children  of  the  state  for  several  years  to  come;  and  in  furnishing 
complete  systems  of  steam  heating,  electric  light,  water  pipe,  and 
])lumbing.  The  balance  on  hand  is  sufficient  to  defray  the  expense 
of  erecting  outhouses,  stable,  and  fencing  the  grounds.  As  the 
contractors  have  not  all  completed  their  work,  we  are  unable  to 
specify  the  exact  amount  of  money  they  have  earned  up  to  this 
date.  Contracts  have  been  let  for  38,317  dollars;  and  warrants 
have  been  drawn  on  the  state  treasurer  for  25,72.5  dollars.  But 
we  are  holding  back  several  thousand  dollars  of  money  earned  to 
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ensure  t’ultillmeiit  of  eontraets  let  ( nmler  suttieient  Ixuids)  aoeonl- 
ino  to  speciticalious. 

'I'here  still  remains  uneontraeted  for,  ainl  therefore  untinished, 
the  interior  of  a portion  of  the  jnain  north  wing  of  the  building, 
whieh  imtludes  the  assemblv  hall  ami  large  dining  room. 

II.  — -sriiool,  TKK.M. 

I'he  presence  of  mechanics  and  untinished  work,  delayed  the 
opening  of  the  current  school  term  for  several  weeks;  but  a good 
portion  of  this  lost  time  can  be  made  up  by  e.vtending  the  class 
work  a few  weeks  into  the  coming  summer.  'Phis  extension  has 
been  planne<l  by  the  director,  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of 
trustees. 

III.  - ereii.s  .\ni>  k.mim.ovks. 

There  are  at  present  forty-three  piijiils  in  this  institution,  of 
whom  twenty-live  aia*  boys  and  eighteen  are  girls. 

'To  instruct  and  care  for  these  pupils  re(|uires  the  service  of  one 
director  and  two  assistant  teachers,  one  engineer  ami  one  assistant 
engineer,  who  is  also  night  watchman,  one  cook,  om*  laiindryman 
and  two  female  helpers.  'This  wouhl  seem  to  be  a rather  numer- 
ous staff  of  employes  in  an  institution  for  the  benefit  of  ]»upils 
possessing  all  of  their  senses.  But  experience  has  shown  that 
pupils  whose  senses  are  defective  re<piire  more  immediate  jiersonal 
attmition  than  those  who  possess  all  their  faculties.  'Phis  involves 
a larger  proportion  of  teachers,  instructors  ami  other  attendants, 
than  would  obtain  in  an  ordinary  seminary  or  boarding  school. 

IV.  - SAI,.\UIKS  A\|1  OTIIKU  KXTKNSKS.

V.  SAM'IAKV,  KT<'. 

'Phe  luailth  of  the  pupils  is  at  present  all  that  can  lie  desireil; 
although  la  grippe  |»aid  an  unwelcome  visit  during  the  last  term, 
at  an  expense  to  the  state  of  several  hundred  dollars.  (Treat  can* 
has  been  taken  to  have  all  food  of  the  most  nourishing  and 
wholesome  (piality,  and  the  water  both  abundant  and  pure. 
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The  bath  tub  is  freely  used,  ami  <>-oo(l  ventilation  witli  outdoor 
exercise  are  regarded  as  important  factors  in  the  |)robleni  of  edu- 
cating and  developing  the  powers  and  facnlties,  and  preserving  the 
health  of  the  pupils.  The  location  of  this  institution  on  an  ele- 
vated plateau  overlooking  “The  great  river  of  the  West.”  swept 
alternately  by  the  invigorating  breezes  of  mountain  and  ocean, 
with  one  of  the  grandest  landscapes  of  the  great  Northwest  spread 
out  before  the  eye,  should  result  ( with  the  proper  care,  and  instrnc- 
tion  from  the  officers  and  assistants  who  have  charge  of  the  stdiool ) 
in  healthy  and  happy  conditions  of  physical,  mental  and  tnoral 
development.  These  conditions,  we  believe,  exist  in  a noteworthy 
degree  in  the  Washington  School  for  Defective  Youth.  Indeed  it 
affonls  us  great  pleasure  to  refer  to  both  the  (juality  and  the 
(,|uantity  of  class  work  performed  by  the  teachers  and  pupils  of 
this  institution.  One  of  the  youngest  schools  in  our  nation,  it  has 
already  won  a place  well  up  towards  the  center  of  the  line.’  Par- 
ents and  guardians  of  defective  children  in  several  other  states  are 
turning  attention  hitherward,  with  a view  to  secui'ing  their  admis- 
sion into  our  Washington  school.  While  we  know  that  this  satis- 
factory condition  is  partly  due  to  the  beautiful  and  s.alubrioxis 
situation  and  ])artly  to  the  enlightened  and  liberal  suj)port  fur- 
nished by  the  legislature  of  the  state,  we  are  fully  convinced  that  it 
is  chiefly  due  to  wise  planning  and  skilful  conducting  of  the  inter- 
nal aft'airs  of  the  institution  by  Professor  Watson  and  his  assis- 
tants. The  State  of  W^ashington  is  to  be  congratulated  upon 
having  kind  and  otherwise  efficient  servants  to  care  for  and  edu- 
cate the  unfortunate  defective  youth,  who  constitute  a portion  of 
the  iidiabitants  thereof. 

VI.  XKKDKI  I,  ACnK()l'Rl.VriO.\S. 

We  require  an  approju'iation  of  $ is,  117  to  meet  the  estimated 
e.xjienses  of  this  institution  for  the  year  beginning  April  1,  1891; 
and  §21,334  for  the  year  beginning  April  1,  1892.  Making  a total 
grant  for  current  exjienses  during  these  two  years  of  §39,451. 
[See  itemized  estimates,  ajipendix  B.J 

We  also  need  §13,450  to  flnish  the  building  now  enclosed,  con- 
struct an  elevator,  and  purchase  a storage  electric  battery  for 
midnight  use.  This  estimated  sum  is  about  §3,250  above  the 
amount  specifled  in  our  report  of  last  year,  but  the  storage  battery 
was  not  a part  of  last  year’s  statement.  The  legislature  of  1889-00 
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ajtpropriated  «10,000  less  than  our  estimates,  ami  we  now  ask  this 
*10, (too  plus  *.‘l,4.i0.  total  l ;{,4r)0,  hidievini;  that  this  sum  will 
defray  all  the  expense  iu*eessary  for  shelterin*;  the  <leaf,  mute  and 
hlind  children  of  this  state  for  a numher  of  years.  | For  itemized 
estimates  see  appendix  C'.  | 

VII.  l•■|•;Knl.K  MINDKI)  Cllll.miKN. 

The  above  estimates  do  not  include  a sejiarate  huildiiiir  and  di*’ 
partment  for  feehle  niinde<l  (diildren.  Our  last  report  contained 
the  followiiiiX  statements  ami  siitiijestions  which  are  here  reiterated 
in  the  hope  that  they  may  receive  the  attention  which  tlu'ir  trnth- 
fnliu'ss,  and  the  importance  <d‘  tludr  siihjc'ct  demaml.  'The  feehle 
minded  (diildren  reijiiire  treatment  and  t rainin<r  so  entiridv  diiferent 
from  :hat  needed  hy  the  deaf  and  diiiiil)  and  hlind  youth,  that  thev 
onoht  to  lie  in  separate  hnildinirs.  We  siiLroest.  as  a matter  ol' 
economy,  that  a plain  hrick  house  he  erecteil  on  ifroimds  which 
can  now  he  secured  at  a reasonahle  expense,  .and  within  easy  reacdi 
of  th(‘  exisline  huildine.  so  as  to  lu'  iiinho’  the  immediate  and  dailv 
supervision  of  the  director  of  this  institnti(m.  'This  plan  would 
carry  out  the  spirit  of  the  law  and  trive  to  feehle  mindeil  (diildren 
that  separate  care  and  attention  wldudi  their  unfortunate  condition 
demands,  ddie  expense  of  secnriiiLT  th(>  necessary  ei-onmls  and 
erectiiiLT  a suitable  liuildinu:,  or  hiiildintrs.  (for  a heoinnino)  ou<;ht 
not  to  he  above  twenty  thousand  dollars  (ss-ju.ooo  ).  Should  this 
appropriation  he  made  it  will  invoUa*  tin'  necessity  of  a speidal 
appropriation  of  aliont  ¥(i,ooo  to  ihdray  the  current  exp(‘iis(*s  of 
this  hramdi  of  the  institution. 

There  secnm  to  lie  a widespread  misconception  in  regard  to  this 
department  of  the  S(diool  for  Did'ective  Youth.  .Many  persons 
have  an  idea  that  this  is  an  asylum,  or  home,  for  idiots,  who 
possess  no  ni(*asure  of  menial  ability.  Others  appear  to  ima<fim' 
that  it  is  a proper  and  very  convenient  place  in  whi(di  to  doniiidle 
smdi  peculiarly  unfortunate  idiots  as  are  afllicleil  with  loathsome 
and  incuralile  diseases,  and  dominat(‘d  by  vi(doiis  h.ahits.  l>iit  the 
fact  is  that  smdi  unfortunate  youth  are  verv  ftroperly  ex(duded  liv 
law  from  the  lieneHts  of  this  institution.  Fxperience  has  proved 
that  proper  care  and  treatment  usuaJlv  dewdope  and  strengthen  a 
fetdde  mind.  'This  is  intended  to  lx*  a s(diool  in  wlTndi  to  educat(‘ 
and  dev(dope  (diildren  who  possess  some  mental  powers  upon  which 
to  operate,  hut  it  does  not  profess  or  attempt  to  deal  with  ho}ieless 
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cases.  No  limnaii  agency  has  yet  been  discovered  which  can 
create  a mind  in  the  body  of  a hoj)eless  idiot.  The  state  slionhl 
establisli  an  asylum  for  this  last  named  class  of  unfortunates,  with 
a hospital  attachment  for  those  of  their  number  who  are  afflicted 
with  loathsome  and  incirrable  disea.ses.  Such  an  institution  could 
be  carried  on  in  connection  with  the  asylum  for  the  insane;^  or  as 
an  entirely  distinct  department  of  this  institution,  which  the  state 
has  entrusted  to  our  care  ami  management.  But  the  law  which 
created  this  School  for  Defective  ^'outh  precludes  the  admission  of 
children  who,  besides  being  incapable  of  receiving  from  it  any 
benefit  themselves,  would,  by  their  presence,  cause  serious  injury 
to  other  inmates  of  the  institution.  A more  perfect  and  general 
knowledge  of  the  real  aims  and  pur])oscs  of  this  institution  would 
prevent  misunderstandings  and  sad  disa])pointments  on  the  part  of 
parents  and  guardians  of  many  unfortunate  children  for  whose 
education  in  this  school  the  law  \ery  jtroperly  makes  no  provision. 

VIII.  WATKK  Sl'I’IM.Y. 

A contract  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Ck)lumbia  Land  and 
Imj)rovement  (’ompany  for  an  abundant  su])ply  of  ))ure  and  whole- 
some Avater,  which  is  to  be  brought  into  the  school  building  through 
a three  inch  cast  iron  ])ipe,  with  sufflcient  pressuie  to  throAv  the 
Avater  over  tlie  roof  of  the  main  building  and  afford  ample  security 
in  the  case  of  tire.  This  Avater  supply  costs  $.50  per  month,  and 
may  be  continued  from  year  to  year  at  the  option  of  the  trustees. 
This  is  less  expensive  than  any  other  sufflcient  Avater  sui)])ly  within 
our  reach.  Ncn'ortheless  a minority  of  this  board  of  trustees  liaAc 
an  o])inion  that  it  Avill  be  better  for  the  institution  to  oAvn  its  OAvn 
water  system,  combining  a Avell,  steam  pump,  toAver  and  tank, 
making  full  connections  Avith  the  Avater  pij>es  Avhich  have  been 
placed  in  every  part  of  the  building.  Plans  for  such  a system 
were  ])repared  by  our  architect;  and  bids  for  construction  thereof, 
together  Avith  pro])er  guarantees  for  satisfactory  operation,  AA^ere 
advertised  for  as  the  hiAV  directs.  VVe  have  as  t)ur  loAvest  available 
bid  an  offer  to  construct  the  system  according  to  plans  and  specifi- 
cations, and  furnish  a guarantee  as  above  stated,  for  the  sum  of 
$4,500.  In  addition  to  the  annual  interest  on  this  exi)enditure 
the  o|)eration  of  our  oavu  system  will  cost,  aca-ording  to  estimates 
of  our  engineer,  about  $200  per  annum  in  extra  fuel,  besides  wear 
and  tear  of  machinery  and  deterioration  in  value  of  the  tower  and 
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tank;  all  of  which  items  have  to  he  eoiisidered  in  <letermining  the 
<|uestion  of  water  supply.  Shouhl  the  legislature  determine  that 
it  will  he  better  for  the  institution  to  own  its  own  water  system 
than  to  depend  upon  others  for  a su)>|>ly  of  the  eleansint;  and  re- 
freshiui;  Huid.  we  recommend  that  the  sum  of  >?.'), ()()()  he  aj)pro- 
priated  for  this  purpose. 

'File  foretioincr  report  with  its  appendices  presents  a full  account 
of  our  stewardship,  and  careful  estimates  of  the  amt)unt  of  money 
neede«l  to  carry  on  the  work  committed  to  our  care. 

Our  duty  havin<r  been  thus  fully  and  freely  performed,  we  j>ass 
over  to  the  it:nardians  of  the  state,  and  its  treasury,  the  duty  and 
responsibility  of  providinti'  the  fund  wherewith  to  make  our  plans 
and  purposes  of  practical  utility  to  the  unfortunate  <leaf,  mute, 
blind  and  feeble  minded  ehildren  of  our  state. 

Hereunto  please  find  ap])eu<h‘d  the  report  of  the  director  of  the 
scdiool  for  the  year  eudim;  May  tiS,  isito.  | See  appendix  1).  | As 
that  document  contains  valuable  facts  and  suij<restions,  we  recom- 
mend that  it  be  published  alontr  with  this  report:  .500  copies  of 
which  we  re(juest  you  to  have  printed  for  <j;eneral  circulation, 
liespectfully  submitted.

Gentlemen  — I have  the  honor  to  submit  tlie  fifth  aimual  report 
of  this  school  for  the  year  ending  May  28,  1890. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  during  the  term  was  as  fol- 


lows: 

Males 18 

Females 15 

Total  33 


The  number  of  new  students  admitted  was  nine,  of  whom  seven 
are  boys  and  two  girls.  They  are  bright,  intelligent  children. 

HEALTH. 

While  we  have  cause  for  sincere  thankfulness  that  our  charges 
have  enjoyed  a good  degree  of  health  during  the  year,  yet  we  have 
not  escaped  sickness.  In  .January  we  were  visited  with  infiuenza, 
which  at  that  time  was  very  prevalent  all  over  the  state,  and  indeed 
throughout  the  continent.  Almost  our  whole  school  was  stricken 
down  with  the  disease  at  the  same  time.  They  all  made  sj)eedy 
recoveries  without  any  evil  effects  being  developed,  except  in  the 
case  of  one  girl,  who  was  subsequently  seized  with  a severe  attack 
of  spinal  meningitis.  Her  case  was  the  cause  of  much  serious 
anxiety  for  about  two  months.  After  many  days  and  nights  of 
most  careful  attendance  and  nursing,  in  which  the  chances  seemed 
about  evenly  balanced  between  life  and  death,  a change  for  the 
better  finally  became  apparent,  and  at  the  end  of  a few  weeks  con- 
valescing she  became  sufficiently  restored  to  undertake  the  journey 
to  her  home.  Although  measles  were  ei)idemic  both  in  the  city 
and  surrounding  country  during  the  past  two  months,  we  had  hoped 
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that  our  isolated  position,  eoinl)iiied  witli  extra  preeaiitioii  taken 
against  contagion,  wt)ul«l  ensure  our  iininunity  from  the  disease; 
hut  in  this  we  were  disaj)i»ointed.  'Die  initial  ease  made  its  ap- 
pearance on  the  loth  of  April,  since  which  time  we  have  had  six- 
teen cases.  All  are  now  fully  recovered  ami  ready  to  return  1<» 
their  homes  in  excellent  health. 

in  this  connection  it  is  our  pleasant  duty  to  bear  testimony  to 
the  kind  and  skillful  treatment  of  our  j)hy.sician,  Dr.  .1.  liandolph 
Smith,  who  was  most  assiduous  in  his  attentions  to  the  patients. 

('HANDES. 

.Vt  the  close  of  the  last  term  our  assistant  teacher,  Mr.  C.  O. 
Dantzer,  resigne<l  his  position  for  the  ))urpose  of  prosecuting  his 
studies  with  the  view  of  entering  the  ministry.  The  vacancy  was 
tilled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  .lohn  Schwirtz,  a graduate  i>f  the 
.Minnesota  school,  and  of  the  National  Deaf  Mute  C'ollege  at  Wash 
ington,  1).  C. 

NEW  lUIll>l)lN(i. 

On  the  21st  day  of  August  last,  upon  the  order  of  the  president 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  we  remove<l  the  furniture  and  etfects  of 
the  sehool  from  the  old  building  to  this  tine  ctlitice.  Although  we 
were  in  some  respects  hampere<l  for  room  owing  to  the  building 
Ix'ing  only  partially  com]>leted,  still  it  was  a very  deci<led  improve- 
ment upon  our  ohl  (piarters,  ami  one  which  was  highly  a|»preciated 
l»y  all  coticerned.  'I'he  site  atfords  a charming  and  pictures<pie  vie\v 
of  the  (’oluml)ia  river;  in  addition  to  the  lovely  scenery  in  the  im- 
mediate neighborhood,  the  sj)ectator  looking  beyond  as  far  as  the 
<‘ve  can  reach,  sees  tine  areas  of  fruit  country,  while  .Mount  Hooil 
and  the  Cascade  mountains  in  thedistance  lend  to  the  whole  scenery 
of  indescribable  beauty  a charm  ami  pleasure  rarely  experienced  in 
any  land. 

i’he  position  was  well  selected  in  reganl  to  its  healthfulness  and 
to  convenience  to  o\ir  beautiful  growing  city.  As  the  direcitor 
<tf  this  school  I heartily  rejoice  in  the  erection  of  this  building,  in 
which  the  deaf  ami  the  blind  of  our  state  may  obtain  such  educa- 
tion and  training  as  shall  fit  them  to  pursing  an  honorable  calling  in 
the  community  in  which  they  may  in  the  future  reside. 

’File  last  territ«)rial  legislature  ami  our  tirst  state  legislature  have 
conferre*!  a l»oon  upon  a class  of  our  fellow  citizens,  than  which  none 
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is  more  (leserviui>;  ol‘  their  sym)):ithy  and  consideration.  xVnd  it 
demonstrates  tliat  the  people  of  this  commonwealth  are  t'nlly  alive 
to  the  importance  of  e.xtending  both  a literary  and  a mechanical 
training  to  every  child  within  its  borders. 

I'HE  WORK  OF  THE  OLASS  ROOM. 

Although  the  work  of  the  class  roojii  was  somewhat  hindered  by 
the  sickness  already  referred  to,  the  results  of  the  annual  written 
examination,  which  was  hehl  during  the  past  ten  days,  were  such  as 
to  merit  j>raise,  and  showed  that  both  teachers  and  |)Uj)ils  had 
worked  both  assitlnously  and  intelligently  during  the  term.  And 
when  1 say  this  I simply  voice  the  expressed  ojiinions  of  the  many 
visitors  to  the  class  rooms  during  the  examinations. 

We  have  no  new  department  to  re[»ort  in  the  system  of  instruc- 
tion pursued  in  tlie  school.  While  we  still  adhere  to  the  methods 
which  have  successfully  stood  the  test  of  years  in  all  the  old  and 
best  schools,  in  imparting  a thorough  understanding  of  our  lan- 
guage to  the  large  majority  of  the  deaf,  through  the  medium  of 
the  sign  language,  we  have  also  at  stated  times  as  well  as  in  the 
daily  routine  of  class  exercises,  endeavored  to  perfect  in  oral  lan- 
guage, all  pu))ils  who  have  shown  any  aptitude  in  the  ac<piisition 
of  speech.  The  proficiency  attained  l>y  several  Jiiembers  of  the 
oral  class,  both  in  articulation  and  lip  reading,  has  been  so  remark- 
able as  to  call  forth  ex})ressions  of  gratification  and  ))leasure  from 
their  parents  and  friends. 

I’HE  BUILDING. 

In  the  month  of  .lanuary  last,  a joint  committee  from  both 
houses  of  the  state  legislatuie,  consisting  of  the  honorable  senators 
Clough  and  Forsyth,  of  the  senate,  and  hoiiorables  Messrs.  Blair, 
Huntington,  Power,  Shinn  and  Farrish,  of  the  legislative  assembly, 
visited  the  school.  They  s])ent  the  greatei-  part  of  the  day  in  ex- 
amining into  the  progress  of  the  various  classes  and  the  system  of 
instruction  j)ursued.  Also  in  inspecting  the  premises  and  enquir- 
ing into  the  general  needs  of  the  school.  The  following  re])orts 
submitted  to  both  houses  of  the  legislature,  respectively,  on  their 
return  to  the  capital,  will  show  their  appreciation  of  our  work.

HErOHT  OF  HOUSE  COMMITTEE. 

Mu.  .Si-KAKKR  — Your  Committee  on  Washington  School  for  Defective 
Youth,  in  company  with  the  si-nate  eommittee.  have  visiti-d  the  institu- 
tion for  defei-tivi-  youth,  and  heg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

'Pile  school  is  situated  one  and  one-half  miles  east  of  the  city  of  Van- 
i-ouver.  (’larke  county,  on  the  north  side  of  the  Columhia  river.  The 
site  is  well  chosen,  the  location  is  unexcelled  in  heauty,  commanding  a 
tine  view  of  the  Columhia  river,  the  city  of  Vaneouverand  tin- Vancouver 
harraeks  as  well  as  extensive  views  of  the  Cascade  Mountains,  whose 
snow  capped  |)eaks  a))pear  in  all  theii-  grandeur. 

The  firiginal  plan  of  the  huilding  contemplates  a main  hiiilding  a'ixHO 
feet,  four  stories  high,  and  a central  wing  40x()0  feet  on  the  hack  of  the 
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main  building.  The  main  building  is  enclosed  and  the  outer  walls  are 
of  brick  and  patent  stone  or  concrete.  The  inside  walls  are  wainscoting 
and  plaster.  'I’lie  work  and  material  throughout  is])lain  and  substantial, 
but  lirst  class,  and  built  to  stand  rough  usage. 

I'here  are  only  twenty-one  rooms  in  the  main  building  comj)leteil,  and  the 
remainder  are  simply  partitioned  olT  with  studding.  The  finished  i)ortion 
of  the  building  is  all  occupied,  and  in  fact,  crowded  already.  The  build- 
ing is  heated  at  present  by  stoves  and  lighted  by  km-osene  lamps,  and  is 
unsafe  botli  for  the  occupants  and  the  state.  According  to  the  original 
plan  the  building  is  to  be  heated  by  liot  water  and  liglited  by  electricity, 
the  same  engine  furnisliing  the  hot  water  and  the  power  for  the  electric 
light  plant.  So  heated  and  lighted  the  building  would  be  safe  and  com- 
fortable. 

'Pile  school  is  under  the  direct  sii])ervision  of  Professor  James  Watson, 
who  is  assisted  by  his  most  estimable  wife  and  one  male  teacher  (a  deaf 
gentleman  who  is  a graduate*  of  the  college  at  Washington,  1).  C.) 

There  are  now  tliirty-one  pupils  in  the  school,  all  deaf  mutes,  and  they 
arc  to  all  appearances  as  contented  and  hap])3^  and  not  onl.y  appear  haj)})}' 
btit  greatly  interested  in  their  studies  and  warmly  attached  to  their 
teachers. 

To  one  unaccpiainted  with  the  methods  of  teaching  the  deaf,  a visit  to  this 
school  woldd  at  once  convince  him  of  the  man.v  obstacles  in  the  Avay' of 
imi)artiug  knowle<lge  to  them,  and  show  as  well  the  great  necessitj'  of 
such  an  institution.  Profe.ssoi*  and  Mrs.  Watson  are  teachers  of  large 
experience  in  lhissi)ecial  work,  and  the  great  interest  the}’  manifest  in 
their  present  situation  shows  that  not  only  their  heads  and  hands  are  in 
the  work,  but  their  hearts  and  verv  lives  are  in  it  as  well.  Too  much 
cannot  be  said  in  ))raisc  of  tin*  great  and  good  work  tliev  are  doing  for 
those  who  art^  iimhir  their  charge,  and  the  (‘aniest  wish  of  voni'  committee 
is  that  the  state  will  finish  the  btulding  as  soon  as  possible,  so  that  the 
blind  as  well  as  the  deaf  ma_v  be  admitted.  No  blind  ^youths  can  be  ad- 
mitted for  want  of  proper  facilities  for  caring  for  and  teaching  them,  noi’ 
can  an_y  more  of  any  class  be  comfortabl}’  canal  for  until  more  room  is 
provided.  Respectfull}’  submitted.

It  is  gratifying  to  us  to  state  tliat  the  recommendations  embodied 
in  the  above  reports  met  with  tlie  approval  of  our  legislators,  and 
that  with  the  view  of  carrying  them  into  practical  effect  the  sum  of 
§40, 000  was  ap})ro])riated  for  that  purpose.  The  finishing  of  the 
building  and  the  furnishing  of  all  necessary  school  and  home  ap- 
pliances will  enable  us  to  accommodate  the  increased  number  of 
j)ii])ils  whom  we  have  reason  to  expect  shall  seek  admission  at  the 
opening  of  next  season,  "^riie  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
legislature  making  the  education  of  the  defective  classes  compulsory, 
will  he  no  doubt,  the  means  of  affording  the  educational  advan- 
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tiu^es  of  this  iiistiliitioii  to  inaiiy  cliihlroii  wlio  would  otherwise  he 
kept  at  home  throii<;h  the  natural,  yet  )ieverllieless,  mistaken  kind- 
ness of  jiarents  and  iruardians.

d’he  Idind  class,  whiidt  was  suspended  dnrin<;  the  past  term, 
owim;  to  the  insntticiency  of  our  funds  to  pay  the  salary  of  a teacher, 
will  he  reorifani/.ed  next  term,  an  appropriation  haviiiir  been  voteil 
hy  the  last  lei^islatnre  for  the  employment  of  a competent  instnu'tor 
in  that  special  hranch  of  onr  work. 

W A I'KH 

'The  water  supply  system  which  was  introdncetl  into  the  hnild- 
ini(  hy  the  i»oar<l  of  hnii(iin<r  i-ommissioners  before  they  retired 
from  ofHce,  alfor<U‘<l  ns  with  an  almmlant  supply  of  jxood,  whole- 
some water.  Still  it  di)es  not  answ<*r  the  retpiirements  of  the 
school,  as  thert'  is  not  sutheient  pressure  to  carry  the  supjdy  to  any 
part  of  th(‘  hnihlint;  above  the  basement  story.  For  hathint; 
purposes,  rinshiiut  ont-closets  and  as  a protec-tion  against  lire,  it 
was  net-essary  to  resort  to  the  laltorions  ami  very  unsatisfactory 
system  of  liftintf  it  with  a force-pump,  hy  hand,  to  the  lar<;e  tank 
situated  in  tlu^  attic  of  the  hnildini;.  1 trust  yonr  honorable  hoard 
shall  devise  some  plan  whei'ehy  we  can  obtain  the  (piantity  of  water 
which  is  absolutely  necessary  in  every  part  of  the  bnildimi:  without 
beini;  under  the  necessity  of  havinir  recourse  to  the  im'thod  already 
nd'erreil  t<>. 

I have  endeavoreil,  irontlemen,  to  lay  before  ytm  an  outline  of 
onr  work  dnrin<;  the  past  year,  and  1 think  the  evidence  of  <xeneral 
improvement,  due  lar<rely  to  yotir  kindly  inten-st  and  encouraLTe- 
ment,  are  incontrovert ibh*  pro<d's  that  the  institution  is  not  only  pro- 
gressive but  pros|»erons.
